gue its case, should it so elect. He in­ 
tim ated, however, th a t this step would 
n o t affect the case, the law, as inter­ 
preted by the judge, not favoring the 
U nited States. G reat surprise was oc­ 
casioned am ong attorneys by the decis­ 
ion sustaining the dem urrer, as they 
had 
anticipated a contrary 
decision., 
The effect of this decision will be to re-^ 
lease the v ast estates, which have been 
tied up by litigation, and perm it Mrs. 
S tanford to carry out her plans in re­ 
gard to the Leland Stanford U niversity, 
which institution has been greatly ham ­ 
pered by a lack of funds.

W ashington, Ju ly I.—It Is expected 
by officials th at G reat B ritain will pro­ 
test against the concession Venezuela 
has m ade to an Am erican com pany and 
will w arn the A m ericans against ta k ­ 
ing possession of the territory, p art of 
which is claimed by G reat B ritain. 
U nder sim ilar circum stances the B rit 
ish foreign office protested against the 
same concession when it was first g ran t­ 
ed to Am ericans in 1884, and the w arn­ 
ings a t th at tim e were so determ ined 
th at the latte r did not push their con­ 
cession, which has rem ained dorm ant 
until now Venezuela g ian ts it, and the 
Am ericans sta rt to assum e possession 
of the territory. 
The w arning given 
by G reat B ritain when the last conces­ 
sion was given to A m ericans covering 
the sam e land was as follows: 
Colonial Office. London, Get. 21, 1886. 
—W hereas the boundary line between 
her m ajesty’s colony of B ritish Guinea 
and the republic of Venezuela is in dis­ 
pute; and, whereas, it has come to the 
knowledge of her m ajesty’s governm ent 
th at g ran ts of land w ithin the territory 
claimed by her m ajesty’s governm ent 
have been m ade or purported to have 
been m ade by or in the nam e of the gov­ 
ernm ent of Venezuela, notice is hereby 
given th at no title to land or to any 
right in or over or affecting such land, 
will be adm itted or recognized by her 
m ajesty’s governm ent, and any person 
taking possession of or exercising any 
right over any such lands under color 
of any such title or pretended title will 
be liable to be treated as a trespasser.” 
This w arning was the culm ination of 
a 
controversy 
following 
the 
grant. 
There w as m uch contention, but the 
Am erican com pany a t last abandoned 
Its plans and the concession has re­ 
m ained in abeyance ever since. 
Now 
th at it is revived, the purpose of G reat 
B ritain to protest is believed to be clear­ 
ly outlined by the action taken ten years 
ago.

Oklahom a City, O. T., Ju ly I.—As the 
result of a jail delivery a t this point at 
o’clock last evening two persons are 
dead and several wounded more or less 
severely. 
W hen Jailer G arver entered the cor­ 
ridor of the jail at the usual tim e to 
lock the prisoners in their cells, Robert 
C hristian, Vie Casey and W illiam Chris­ 
tian m ade a savage onslaught on him 
w ith weapons which they had m anaged 
to secrete. 
He w as struck a terrible 
blow over the right eye and knocked 
senseless. 
The prisoners dashed over his body 
and m ade their escape, scatterin g the 
people on the crowded streets and keep­ 
ing at bay their pursuers with a rapid 
discharge of revolvers, which in some 
m anner they obtained. 
Vie Casey jum ped into a passing ve­ 
hicle containing a m an and a woman, 
and at the point of a pistol compelled 
them to jum p out. Almost before they 
had tim e to obey his com m and, Chief 
of Police Jones opened fire on the es­ 
caping prisoner, who prom ptly returned 
the fire. A perfect fusilade then took 
place between C hristian and Casey and 
several officers. 
Casey and Officer Jones were instantly 
killed 
and 
another 
m an 
w as 
shot 
through the leg and a wom an was 
slightly wounded by a spent bullet. 
One of the C hristian brothers 
then 
m ounted the dead officer’s horse, while 
the other compelled a citizen to get out 
of his buggy, and then drove furiously 
out into the country, closely pursued 
by a posse of infuriated citizens. 
Bloodhounds were brought into requi­ 
sition, and there is but little doubt th at 
the fugitives will be captured soon. 
Should they be caught, a double lynch­ 
ing p arty will surely follow. 
Vie Casey was 19 years old. He killed 
D eputy M arshal Sam Ferris at Yukon, 
O. T., last sum m er. 
He would have 
been released on bond to-day. 
R obert 
and W ill C hristian were noted thugs 
and desperadoes, and were confined on 
the charge of killing Deputy M arshal 
T urner, of 
Tecumseh, O.

FOR A YOUNG ACTOR 


M AURICE BRADBURY DROW NED 
SATURDAY EVENING. 


Tried To 
Jump From the Steamer 
Mayflower Into a Small Boat Along- 
side, But Capsized It, and Did Not 
Come to the Surface—Body Found 
and Shipped to His Home. 


Iu but eight feet of water and with 
help close at hand, Maurice Bradbury, 
aged 23, a member of the “ Maloney’s 
Wedding” Company, was drowned at 
Mayflower Park Saturday evening 
He sank from sight when his row 
boat was overturned and did not re­ 
appear so nothing could be done to 
rescue him. 
Half 
an hour later the 
body was recovered and brougnt to 
th e city, 
all 
efforts to 
bring the 
young man to life having been futile. 
The body was shipped to Chicago at 
32:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon, the 
dro wned man having made his home 
w ith his mother who lived at 
131 
South Peoria street. 
The accident was a peculiar one. 
Bradbury had been down town nearly 
all day Saturday and 
left for May­ 
flower park, where the company was 
in camp, en the 6 o’clock boat. 
He 
laughed and chatted with Mr. and 
Mrs. J. 
L. 
McCabe, 
Mrs. McCabe, 
being his sister, and the party seemed 
to be enjoyind the 
ride very much. 
As 
the 
steamer. 
reached 
the 
dock 
and 
Captain 
Grif­ 
fiths gave the engineer the signal to 
sh u to ff/ steam , Bradbury got up; 
walked to the rail, and loosed the 
p a in te r of a row beat which had been 
towed alongside the steamer. 
D eath Came Q uickly. 
As the propeller ceased to revolve, 
and when the steamer was about fifty 
feet from shore, Bradbury jumped 
from the steamer into the boat. 
He 
did not land squarely in the center 
of the small craft an d ia an instant 
he was floundering in the water, the 
steamer and row boat both being out 
of 
his 
reach. 
People 
on 
the 
boat 
heard 
the 
splash 
and 
looked 
about. 
They 
saw 
Bradbury struggling in the water, aud 
paddling toward midstream, he appar­ 
ently being so confused that he did 
not know which way he was going. 
The cool headed captain retained his 
senses, and while the others wrung 
their bandf, he called to Bradbury to 
paddle toward the shore. 
An instant 
later, boats were shooting toward the 
drowning man, impelled by vigorous 
oar strokes, but strange to say, Brad­ 
bury did not come to the surface. 
Carriage Tried To Find H im . 
W ashington Barnage, who is an ex­ 
pert swimmer, was soon at the spot 
whore Bradbury 
6ank from sight 
Thinking that the body was probably 
resting on the river bed, and knowing 
th at 
prompt 
action 
might 
yet 
save 
Bradbury’s 
life, Barnage be­ 
gan 
to 
dive, 
and 
although 
he searched the vicinity thoroughly in 
that manner, his effoats did not meet 
w ith success. 
Then 
a 
systematic 
search was begun and parties began 
to drag the river. 
Fifteen minutes 
later David Moyer, who was a guest 
o f J. L. McCabf, caught the body with 
a fish hook. 
“ I’ve go him” he called excitedly, 
but as he pulled, the light line parted 
under the strain aud the body again 
sank. 
Moyer continued to drag at 
th a t point and soon afterwards caught 
the body again. 
This time the fish 
hook caught in the dead man s coat 
sleeve and the body 
was carefully 
raised to the surface. 
W illing hands 
grasped tho water 
soaked clothing 
and the host was rowed sw iftly to the 
shore.

The noon train on the Chicago, Mil 
W aukee and St. Paul road took the 
casket to Chicago yesterday in charge 
of Mr. and Mrs. McCabe. 
Bradbury had been a member of 
th e McCabe Company for the past 
three years, Mr. McCabe having been 
ft part owner of the “ Summer Blizzard 
company, and was very popular with 
th e other members of the campany. 
Besides his mother, 
and sister 
Mrs. 
McCabe, Bradbury leaves two broth­ 
ers, both of whom reside in Chicago. 
Mrs. McCabe had joined the compauy 
but tw o days ae^o and 
was nearly 


prostrated w ith grief at her brother’s 
untimely demise. 
The members of the company were 
on their summer vacation. 
They 
came to Janesville some time ago and 
played “ Maloney’s Wedding,” incident­ 
ally, at the Myers’ Grand. 
After fin­ 
ishing their engagement, and liking 
Janesville, they decided to spend the 
heated term here. 
Taking a fancy to 
Dr. William Horne’s residence on Park 
street, they called at his home. 
“ Can w e rent this house for the 
summer?” Mr. McCabe enquired. “ We 
are very fond of fishing and boating, 
and would like to be near the river.” 
“ I told them ,” said the doctor last 
night, “that my house was not for 
reut, but suggested to them that they 
go to one of the up river resorts, where 
they could camp out. This suggestion 
seemed to please them, especially the 
ladies, and they clapped their hands 
for joy. 
They at once made arrange­ 
ments to go iato camp at Mayflower 
Park, and seemed to be enjoying their 
summer outing immensely.

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FIRE LOSS UNPAID 
AND SUIT BEGUN 


A. W . ALLISON WANTS HIS IN­ 
SURANCE MONEY.

Two of 
the Fire Companies That 
W rote Policies on His Furniture 
Factory 
Settled, But the 
Other 
Three Refuse To Pay, and a Legal 
Fight Follows—City News. 


T he refusal of three of the insur­ 
ance companies who wrote policies 
on the stock of A. W. Ailison, whose 
furniture factory was burned on Feb­ 
ruary, 28, has resulted in Mr. Allison’s 
beginning suit to recover. 
Mr. Alii 
son’s insurance was w ritten in five 
companies, two policies covering the 
the building and the other three the 
contents. 
The two companies having 
risks on the building, the State of 
Pennsylvania, and the Teutonia of New 
Orleans settled his claim w ithin five 
days, paying Allison $1500 
on the 
building and $362 on some stock. The 
claims against the other three com- 
companies 
now 
aggregate 
92900. 
Soon after the fire Mr. Allison says 
five adjusters, representing the com­ 
panies that did not pay, came to 
Janesville, and after exam ination de­ 
clared th at they would not pay a 
cent. 
Later they offered him $1500 
and again $1625, both of which offers 
were declined, as the appraisers, C. E. 
Church and O. W. Bemis had placed 
the valuation of the stock a t $2164.98 
and the inventory taken last January, 
footed up $2,600. 
Through his a t­
